Mr Shore suggested that the 
reason for what he called this 
“ extraordinary acceleration w 
was that by today the existing 
Rhodesian- authorities would 
have voted themselves out of 
existence, leaving “a lacuna”. 
That is, in fact, only part, per¬ 
haps the greater part, of the 
Government’s reasoning. For in 
sending Lord Soarnes now, as 
planned last Thursday, the 
Government also wanted to 
show the Patriotic Front there 
could be no more delay. 

But Sir Lan Giluiour. chose 
to concentrate on the need for 
making ceasefire arrangements, 
on the spot, as soon as Lord 
Soarnes arrived. He confirmed 


chat no outside military forces, 
either from Britain " or the 
other Commonwealth countries 
supplying contingents for the 
monitoring force, would arrive 
in Rhodesia until the ceasefire 
was signed. 

Yesterday the Conservative 
benches were again far from 
exultant over the Goremmeoi.

New record gold 
price reflects 
world instability

The gold price soared to 
record levels in the bullion 
markers yesrerday. jumping 
515/ an ounce to close at S447S.* 
Dealers reported hectic 
activity as the price rose to new 
trading heights. The previous 
record was S437 an ounce in 
early October. Many in the 
market now expect the price to 
rise above S450—the next 
psychological barrier. 

Gold has strengthened in the 
past few weeks as a result of 
uncertainty surrounding the 
world’s financial system. The 
Iranian crisis, and the prospect 
of higher oil prices being fixed 
at next week's meeting of the 
nil exporters, have threatened 
the dollar and sent speculators 
into gold, tbe traditional hedge 
against currency' instability.

As Britain would have to pay 
a heavy contribution, without 
gaining any direct benefit, Mr 
Walker had been anxious to 
keep the share of the cost 
borne by the EEC budget to 
the minimum. 

Mr Walker asked yesterday 
for a 5 per cent devaluation 
of the “ green pound", the 
special exchange rate used to 
Translate the EEC’s common 
farm prices (expressed in units 
of account) into sterling. 

This would add some ElSOtn 
to the income of British farmers 
and about I per cent to the 
price of food in die shops. An 
Italian request for a 5 per 
cent devaluation of the “ green 
lira ” was also being blocked 
bv the French. 


Union seeks libel damages 
for article in ‘The Times’

A trade union had no legal 
right to sue for libel, either in 
its own right or on behalf of 
its members, it was argued in 
the High Court yesterday. 

Mr Justice O’CoDnor was 
being asked to rule on a preli¬ 
minary -point of law in a libel 
action brought by the Electri¬ 
cal, Electronic, Telecommunica¬ 
tion, and Plumbing Union 
against limes Newspapers Ltd, 
Mr William Rees-Mogg. Editor 
of The Times, and Mr. Paul 
Routledge, _ the __ newspaper's 
Labour Editor," over an. article 
in The Times in Norember 
1977. • : ' 

, Mr, Anthony- Lester QC, 
counsel for Times Newspapers; 
said that tbe case raised issue? 
'of considerable general, import 
.ante, affecting the..basic right 
Of freedom of expression, -the 
status, of- trade unions, and rhe 
capacity of trade unions to sue 
'and to be sued for" defamation. 

Since 1574, he went nn. trade 
unions hid been given very wide 
immunities from ■ legal action 
2gainst them. Mot even the 
Crown enjoyed . such i mm uni- 


law gave unions an entirely 
one-sided right to sue fnr tnrt. 
including defamation, though 
not able to be sued because of 
the immunities given to it 
under the Trade Union and 
Labour Relations Act 1974. 

“Are they free to defame 
others, yet able to sue if they 
themselves have been de¬ 
famed? ** Mr Lester asked. 

He argued that Parliament 
contemplated there should be 
some reciprocity between the 
unions’ right to sue and their 
immunity from legal action. As 
a trade union could not be Sued 
for defamation, it could not sue 
others. 

Mr Lester said that the trade 
union was not a “ body cor¬ 
porate *\ and that therefore it 
did not have rhe necessary legal 
personality to maintain an 
action far libel. 

Moreover, it could not sue on . 
behalf of all its 420,000 mem¬ 
bers. without Identifying those ! 
individual members who had 
been defamed. The main pur- . 
pose of the law of defamation j 
teas ro vindicate rhe personal j 
reputations of individuals, he 
said. 


Terrorists shoot ten 
students and staff 
at Turin University 


Turin. Pec lh—A group of 
left-wing terrorists, including 
several women, raided the uni¬ 
versity business school here 
today, herded more than 200 
teachers and students into the 
main hail then after question¬ 
ing them opened lire on ten of 
them. 

The victims—five lecturer? 
end five students—had broken 
legs and kneecaps and were in 
fair condition at nearby 
hospitals. 

Police sources said it was the 
first rime rhe Italian terrorists 
resorted to a mass kneecapping 
and was °ne of the “ most care¬ 
fully planned masterfully 
executed ” terrorist raids in 
Italy, where terrorists have pfC- 
viouslv killed 17 people and 
kneecapped 20. 

Four of rhe wounded Jecrurers 
■were officials of Fiat, which 
provides financial and techni¬ 
cal assistance to (he school. 
Fiat officials have often been 
the target of leftist terrorists. 
One lecturer was from Olivetti. 

Police said the terrorists who 
numbered at least a dozen also 
left a note saying rhe attack 
had been carried out “ in honour 
of comrades Barbara and 
Mattero.*’ Police said the ter- 
riri-sts apparently referred to 
Barbara Azearoni and Mattero 
Caggegi, both Front Line ter¬ 
rorists who were killed in a 
gun battle with police in Turin 
last February. 


There were more rhap 209 
teachers, students and clerical 
staff in the school at the time 
of the arrack. 

The terrorists, - wielding 
.submachine guns and pistols, 
dragged the teachers and the. 
siudem* our of ihe offices, 
classrooms, and the library and. 
ordered them imn the hall Cov 
a "threatening lecture”, the 
police said. 

One of the terrorists mounted! 
the podium and told the audi¬ 
ence that they were raking over 
the school for “ proleterian 
occupation ’* because it was 
** part of rhe power .structure 

The terrorists then ** selec¬ 
ted " the five teachers and five 
students, dragged (hem out to 
the courtyard and shut them on 
their knees, police said. 

A police source said the 
terrorists had attempted “ brain¬ 
washing ” during their one-bnur 
takeover of rhe school, affiliated 
with Turin University and 
partly supported by Fiat, the 
Italian automotive giant. 

“We followed their frerror- 
isLs'j odders like a flock of 
sheep *'. Barbara Bosco. aged 
22, a librarian, said. “ We were 
so scared but the terrorists— 
and there were several women, 
too—-were so cool and they 
.seemed to know exactly what 
thev wanted. 

Hie terrorists also rifled 
through the school documents 
and took “ volumes of papers ”, 
police said.—A Pand DPI. 


More Shell Wales takes 
drivers go brunt of 
back to work steel cuts

Shell management will meet 
Transport and General 
Workers' Union negotiators 
today after further signs of 
fast-dwindling support for the 
strike over the use of contract 
labour. 

Although the company said 
vesrerday rhat about 80 per cent 
of its filling stations had run 
dray, supplies should increase 
rapidly over the oexs few days. 

Employees at 32 of tbe com¬ 
pany’s 45 main depots had 
resumed normal -working by last 
□ighr or had decided to do so. 
the company said. 

The dispute began when 
about 500 drivers at 14 termi¬ 
nals were suspended for refus¬ 
ing to work with contract 
labour. 

The company wan is to 
increase supplies handled by 
outside contractors from their 
present 8 to 9 per cent to pre¬ 
vious levels of about 15 per 
cent and eventually to about 
a quarter. The management has 
told the union, however, that 
it will not implement the 
increases, which shop stewards 
fear will mean losses of jobs, 
until the effect on individual 
depots has been discussed. 

Among depots returning to 
normal are six of the 14 at 
wfricb drivers bad been sus¬ 
pended. The company indicated 
last night that the drivers bad 
rescinded their ban on outside 
contractors. 

On Friday shop stewards 
representing the 1.500 drivers 
and terminal staff voted to pro¬ 
long tbe strike after the com¬ 
pany refused the union’s 
demand for arbitration, bur the 
return to work over tbe past 
few days appears ro leave the 
management in a strong posi¬ 
tion For this morning’s talks.

Mr Harold Brown, the United 
States- Defence : Secretary, 
sharply reminded west Euro¬ 
pean allies here today, of their 
obligations under the so-called 
11 transatlantic bargain ” which 
was struck within Nato last 


year. 

The Americans, partly under 
Nato’s long-term defence pro¬ 
gramme, are pushing ahead 
■with a reinforcement pro¬ 
gramme which would double 
the size oE their land forces in 
west -Europe within two weeks 
of a sudden ' attack, and triple 
their air forces over here in 
even less time. 

But in return, they are rely¬ 
ing upon west Europe to play 
its part by providing stocks of 
equipment and air bases for 
the reinforcements when they 
arrived. 

The West Germans have 
extensive plans for requisition¬ 
ing civilian communications, 
roads and vehicles to help the 
Bundeswehr in wartime. The 
United States want similar pro¬ 
visions made for their own 
troops when they cross the 


Atlantic. Sufficient air bases' 
in Britain is one priority. 

His own country was fulfill¬ 
ing its share of the bargain, 
Mr Brown said, but the Euro¬ 
peans had to contribute their 
share too, because the Ameri¬ 
cans could not do it all on 
their own. 

He identified four areas u» 
which the alliance was still 
falling short of its targets: size 
of war stocks; capacity to 
wage electronic warfare ; num¬ 
ber oE reserves; and com*

Guide to European Parliament 


What Budget defeat would mean

Brussels, Dec 11 
The European Parliament is 
expected this week to reject 
the EEC budget for 1980 and 
ask for a ne\v draft to be sub¬ 
mitted to it. What follows is a 
plain man’s guide to the Parlia¬ 
ment. its powers and the Impli¬ 
cations or the unprecedented 
action it is contemplating. 

The Parliament: There is some 
doubt whether rhe European 
Parliament should go by that 
name at aJL The Rome treaty 


speaks only of an “ assembly ". 
The Parliament certainly has 


few of the powers usually 
associated with such a body. 
Nor can it acquire any more 
without the permission of EEC 
member states. 

It cannot, for example, make 
or break governments because 
there is no supranational Euro¬ 
pean government accountable to 
it. Nor can it initiate, amend or 
pass legislation. Jr can do Httle 
more than offer opinions, which 
member states are required to 
seek but not to heed. 

The one important exception 
to rhis essentially consultative 
role is the part played by the 
Parliament in determining the 
size and composition of the 
EEC’s annua! budget. Yet even 
here, there are strict limits to 
what the Parliament can do. 
Direct elections: The first direct 
elections to the Parliament, 
' whose members were previously 
appointed by national parlia¬ 
ments, were held between June 
7’and June 10 this year. This 
increased its size from 19S to 
410 members but did not change 
irs constitutional position. 

'None the less, the resolve of 
Euro-MPs to use such powers as 
they do possess more boldly 
than in the past clearly owes 
much to the self-confidence tifat 
has come from being directly 
elected. 

The elections returned a 
broad centre-rieht majority, 
though the Socialists (including 
the rump of Britain’s Labour 
contingent) emerged as the 
single biggest group with 112 
seats. 

The other groups are* 
Christian Democrats (108), 


British and Danish Conserva¬ 
tives (64), Communists (44), 
Liberals (40), French Gauilists, 
Irish Fianna Fail and Danish 
Progress Party under the joint 
banner of European Progressive 
Democrats (22), and others (20). 
Budgetary Powers: Each year 
the European Commission draws 
up an estimate of the funds 
needed in the following year to 
finance EEC policies, and pro¬ 
poses an allocation between the 
various sectors—agriculture, in¬ 
dustry- regional development, 
social aid to the unemployed 
and so on. 

This estimate is forwarded to 
EEC budget ministers who in¬ 
variably make savage cuts in 
□on-agricultural spending and 
transmit the mutilated remains 
of the draft budget to the Par¬ 
liament. The Parliament just as 
regularly restores most ofthese 
cuts, which are then rejected 
yet again by the Council of 
Ministers. 

Thus the 1980 draft origin¬ 
ally proposed bv the Commis¬ 
sion came to about £11,650m, 
whereas the budget which the 
Parliament is being asked to 
adopt this week totals only 
about £10.820m because of 
pruning by budget ministers of 
the non-agricultural Items. 

The Parliament has little 
control over the three-quarters 
of the budget spent on support¬ 
ing farmers’ prices and classi¬ 
fied as “obligatory” (that is 
monev the EEC is compelled to 
soend to fulfil oblications laid 
down in the treaty^of Rome'). 

The Parliament may propose 
changes in "obligatory” spend¬ 
ing hut cannot force them on 
the Council of Ministers. It does 
have tits final say. however, 
over other expenditure, pro¬ 
vided it can muster a three- 
fifths majority, • but cannot 
increase them be von d an overall 
limit sec by the Commission. 
Farm spending: This year the 
Parliament made a novel 
attempt to freeze some £180m 
allocated for subsidies to dairy 
farmers, the need for which it 
held to be unproven. The Par¬ 
liament further argued that 
because this proposal entailed 


no increase in overall budget 
expenditure it could be rejected 
only fay a weighted majority of 
the Council of Ministers. 

Had Britain been prepared 
last month to join Italy and 
Holland in support of the Par¬ 
liament’s proposal, such a 
majority could not have been 
found (the big member states 
having more votes than the 
small). 

That in turn might have en¬ 
couraged the Parliament to 
come back next year with pro¬ 
posals for even bigger cuts in 
farm spending. 

Such a prospect horrified the 
French and outer champions of 
the sanctity of farm spending, 
the level of which they consider 
to be entirely a matter for 
national governments. For their 
pan, the British were torn be¬ 
tween their desire for tighter 
control of farm spending and 
distrust of the Parliaments am¬ 
bitions. 

Budget rejection: Provided 
more than half the total mem¬ 
bership of the Bouse and two 
thirds of all votes cast are in 
favour, the Parliament can re¬ 
ject the entire budget and 
request a new draft. 
Implications of rejection: The 
EEC would not run out of 
money. The Parliament has no 
control over budget revenue 
wfaicb is furnished’, automatic¬ 
ally by customs dunes, agricul¬ 
tural levies and a portion of the 
proceeds of value-added tax. 

So long as no budget has been 
adopted, however, the EEC is 
in principle prohibited from 
spending more money than, the 
previous year, though some lee¬ 
way is apparently allowed the 
Council of Ministers to vote an 
increase in agricultural expen¬ 
diture without parliamentary 
approval. 

Rejection of the budget would 
thus nor be quite as cataclysmic 
as it might seem. All the same, 
prolonged deadlock could create 
severe problems of cash flow 
particularly for the profligate 
agricultural sector. The Parlia¬ 
ment hopes this threat will be 
enough to wring concessions 
from member states. 


Safe haven for 
world’s largest 
floating dock 


Strasbourg horse trading 
enters crucial phase

The world’s biggest floating 
dock arrived safely in southern 
Norway yesterday after an 
arduous • LSOO-mile journey 
which started near the North 
Cape. 

The Russian dock, which was 
stranded near Murmansk in 
October, was towed to safety 
by the two most powerful rug 
boats in the world, the Rotter- 
dam-based Smit London and the 
Smit Rotterdam. It is hoped 
that repairs can be made to the 
do.ck, which would have broken 
up in the Arctic winter if it 
had been left stranded. 

The journey almost ended in 
disaster some two weeks ago 
when heavy storms in the 
Atlantic forced the convoy to 
take refuge in a fjord near 
Trondheim along the coast of 
central Norway.

Tomorrow, rhe Council of 
Ministers’ meets here to decide 
whether, according to practice, 
it can let a few crumbs fall 
from its table to make possible 
a compromise with the Parlia¬ 
ment. 

Something will depend on the 
level of representation of the 
governments of the nine in to¬ 
morrow’s Council of Ministers. 
The Finance Council that 
“ arrogantly ” disregarded the 
Parliament’s amendments to the 
budget consisted mainly of jun¬ 
ior ministers 

Tomorrow, the Council is 
again demoted to minister of 
state level by some countries, 
in a day when, nothing but fin¬ 
ance ministers would appease 


a democratically excited Par¬ 
liament. 

If, as at present seems likely, 
the Council’s modified budget 
the Parliament then what is 
called “twelfth rule” would 
come info play —month by 
month in 1980 the EEC would 
get a twelfth of the 1979 
budget. 

rhe budget Commissioner, 
warned Parliament today of 
the consequences. If the' 
budget were not adopted, he 
said, “ I have no doubt there 
would be some nasty surprises 
in store for us all—the com¬ 
munity has no experience of 
operating on provisional 
twelfths 

But the Parliament almost as 
a whole will be in aggressive 
mood when the low-tier Finance 
morrow afternoon to try to 
sweeten them into submission. 

Mr Pieter Dankert, the Dutcb 
Socialist rapporteur of the bud¬ 
get committee, leads the way 
with a most militant document 
declaring that “ the effect of 
the Council’s approach—that is 
to Paarliamenrs budgetary 
powers—has been to threaten 
to undermine the rights of 
Parliament ”.

French accuse Britain of spreading new dog disease

Paris, Dec 11 

Britain, already unpopular in 
France because of its attempts 
to sell lamb here, has now fall¬ 
en into bad odour with French 
dog breeders. It is all because 
of the tiny Parvo virus which 
is running amuck among 
France's eight million dogs. 

The virus comes from Texas, 
and is apparently a close rel¬ 
ative of the virus which causes 
typhoid in .cats. In 1977- it 
raged around die Lone Star 
State, killing off the older and 
weaker of man's best friends. 


From Texas, where the virus 
began to diminish in ferocity 
after about a year, the virus 
invaded Europe, presumably 


travelling by jet on Texan 
shoe-soles. The principal migra¬ 
tion routes appear to have 
been through Britain, Belgium 
and Holland, where the disease 
was first noticed last spring. 

The symptoms are diarrhoea, 
vomiting and often bleeding. 
About 5 per cent of rhe ani¬ 
mals which catch it die and 
the disease is. distressing to 
have to-treat. 

The' first case arrived In, 
France in June and since then 
it has spread widely, although 
not uniformly, round the 
country. Paris and Alsace seeni 
the worst hit with up to 30 
cases a day being reported to 
veterinaries. So far 19 dif¬ 
ferent regions have been 
affected. 


.' The epidemic caused the 
staff at the veterinary school 
in Maison Alfort, just outside 
Paris, to call 'a press con¬ 
ference last month to advise 
people not to pinic aud to 
bring their pet along for a 
ebeefc-ap if it showed any 
symptoms. People were also 
told they could pay to have 
their pets given a vaccine 
against . cat typhoid which 
might protect dogs. 

The press conference did 
nothing to stop the spread of 
the disease, however, and the 
result has been a strong state¬ 
ment from the National Union 
of Pedigree Dog Breeders call¬ 
ing for the closure of -all 
French frontiers against the 
import .of dogs for the next 


three months. The union, 
which represents 80 per cent 
of the small breeders in 
France, believes this would be 
the best means to limit the 
spread of the disease. 

Since no cases have been 
reported so far in either West 
Germany or Spain, rhe union 
points an accusing finger at 
Britain as one of the countries 
which may have acted as a 
carrier of the disease. 

A public statement by the 
union said angrily that while 
the British will not allow 
French breeders to export dogs 
to Britain they demand . that 
French frontiers be- open to 
allow in British dogs. This,

This was a reference lo the 
resolution on the council's pro¬ 
gramme which sought to 
accommodate a wide ran?e of 
opinions among delegates. It 
asserted that since there was 
more than one form of Chris¬ 
tian obedience, the church 
could not commit itself to 
identify with any liberation 
movement, political party cr 
government. 

On the use of force, it said :

i Chris Rea, a former Scotland

! Gloucester wing. Such phrases 
j make an interesting study. Nobody 
: is sure where they originate, hut 
I once In circulation they arc oo 
everybody's lips and pen-nibs. 

Most of them have sprung up 
during die past 10 or 13 years. 
Second-phase possession is, I 
think, the oldest and commonest. 
It is the type of po&tession to 
which all teams aspire because it 
is supposed to produce more tries 
Than any other. In their attempts 

to make assurance doubly sure, 

they even go as far as a third or 
fourth phase. The forwards barely 
have tune to disentangle themselves 
from one ruck before they have 
to plunge into another, all in the 
name of a theory. The theory 
is plausible enough, but there 
seems little point in insisting on 
it unless you perfect the practice 
first, which rarely happens. This 
insistence is one of the reasons 
why. to the chagrin of the 
idealists, penalty goals rather 
than tries continue to decide most 
matches. 

From five is a more recent 
phrase hut scarcely less popular.

Eventually I worked out what 
crash-scissors-ball meant—at least 
I think I did.

From g/aod-ball, 
another piece of jargon but 
intelligible, to crash-scissors-bail 
is a long way. 

The central truth about the 
modern scientific approach to 
rugby, of which these phrases arc 
the vocabulary, is that it has done 
nothing for the game as a 
spectacle. Famous players of the 
past readily concede ir is better 
organized now, but you rarely, if 
ever, here them sav ir is better 
to watch. 

You can, in fact, organize your 
13 men until you and they are 
dizzy, but in the end if ail comes 
back to the individual. Blend 
individual genius with a high ratio 
of collective skill, and organiza¬ 
tion justifies itself brilliantly. 
Witness Wales for the past decade, 
the Lions in New Zealand in 1971. 
London Welsh in the Da-.ves era, 
or Cambridge University three or 
four years ago. But in amount 
of organization to the umpteenth 
phase of possession and the last 
crash-ball (with or without 
scissors), can leave mediocrity 
anything but mediocre.

Wh«r Professor David Donnison resigns sen 
September as chairman of the doomed Supple 
menrary Benefits Commission, he will leave 
behind a blossoming garden that he has care¬ 
fully cultivated on the terrace outside his 
office. Whether the ideas he has contributed 
to ihe social security debate will flourish as 

weH as the roses, clematis, honeysuckle and 
heather, remains to be seen. 

He has succeeded in persuading the Govern¬ 
ment of - two crucial issues: that the secret 
rules governing entitlement to benefit must 
her published so that the system is much more 
open and much less subject to discretion; and 
that families with children are the most hard- 
pressed group of claimants and should be given 
more help.' 

But there are no signs that tide Government 
is ■ taking any steps to reduce the enormous 
numbers of people depending on. supplementary 
benefit—-now nearly a tenth of the population. 
Nor is there any hope tbit the long term 
unemployed will receive more help, although 
Donnison has consistently demonstrated that 
their cash help, now at 25 per cent less than 
is. available to all other claimants, amounts to 
unfair discrimination. But his biggest dis¬ 
appointment - over the whole social security 
field is that the value of child benefits is being 
eroded, despite the widespread recognition that 
they are the most effective means of helping 
poor families. 

“I still wonder whether the whole five years 
Is going to make any difference to claimants ”, 
he says. “Was it worth it? There is no doubt 
that mere are going to be changes in the law, 
but more important changes may be not to do 
with the.'.law but matters of style.” 

.Donnison was the first commission chairman 
to' make it his business to visit claimants and 
t-aTk to staff in local'offices once a month, a 


style of working he sees as vital to keeping in 
touch with the real world outside headquarters 
bureaucracy and ministerial meetings. It is a 
style he believes must be followed by the new 
Social Security Advisory Committee, which will 
succeed tbe SBC when-the Social Security. Bill 
becomes law next year. _ . . ; 

Donnison is 53, industrious and-meticulous—- 
he will not open a letter unless he has a letter 
opener to hand. He came late ft' th6 social 
security field because when he joined; the 
soda! administration department of the London 
School of Economics in 1956, the “ best 
experts ”—Richard Titmns, Brian Abel-Smitn, 
Peter Townsend and Tony Lynes, were already, 
there. 

He concentrated instead on housing and 
planning, to which he will be returning next 
year when he goes to Glasgow University.. He 
has maintained his interest throughout his 
rime at tbe SBC by working one day a week Cor 
the Centre for Environmental Studies, which 
he directed for six yeims. His work there will 
be marked next month by a new booh. The 
Good City, which will look at tbe relationship 
between urban development and the labour 
market. 

His departure for Glasgow had been planned 
before it became clear that tbe Government 
intends to abolish the SBC next year, mainly 
because Donnison feels it is time to move on. 
He is not disappointed by the closure oE the 
SBC: be had questioned it* future in the 1977 
annual report and again in the commission’s 
response to the departmental review of the 
supplementary benefits scheme, some of whose 
recommendations will be implemented in the 
Bill. 

His reservations focus on what powers the 
new body will have. It is vital, in Dannison’s 
view, that it has a job substantive enough to

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Traditions that deny jobs to blacks 


A'semor cml servant recently denied 
there was any racial discrimination 
inrthe civil service. "The Depart¬ 
ment of the Environment is fully 
multi-racial ”, he said. “It becomes 
multi-racial at 630 pm when the 
cleaners arrive.” 

.Employers can no longer exercise 
blatant discrimination end advertise 
for . whites only. That has been out 
la wed by two Race Relations Acts. 
Btit blade .workers are stiH excluded 
from certain industries and denied 
promotion in others. . 

'Trade unions could be a powerful 
force- in securing better -opportunities 
for black workers yet most have 
chosen to ignore the subject and 
some shop stewards have cooperated 
with supervisors to ensure that blacks 
remain at rite bottom of the promo* 
tion ladder. 

‘ Many Unions'have started energetic 
campaigns tb combat racialism among 
tbrir members 'through union leaf- 
las'and the rapid removal of racialist 
slogans from factory walls. They 
have not embraced equal opportunity 
policies with tbe same vigour, how¬ 
ever. 

Nor, until recently, dad the TUC 
give them a strong lead. Until 1975, 
race relations were dealt with by the 
TUC^ international committee, which 
tried Its best to sweep the subject 
under the carpet. It steadfastly^ 
opposed the- -extension -of the 1965 
R&ce Relations Act to employment

anything more than pious words. No 
union has made any serious attempt 
to monitor its effects to see whether 
: it has led to more blacks being 
recruited. None has made a con¬ 
sistent effort to persuade employers 
to record how many blacks apply for 
jobs and how many are taken on. 

It is not necessary to claim ftac 
this shows some sinister racialist bias 
on the part of trade unions. The 
main reason is undoubtedly the 
unions’ traditional dislike of records 
being kept by employers for any 
purpose. The idea that a person’s 
ethnic origins .should be kept in com¬ 
pany records is enough to turn some 
unionists purple. 

Yet without monitoring it is hard 
to see the point of the equal oppor¬ 
tunities clause. Mr William (Bill) 
Keys, general secretary of the Society 
of Graphical and ’ Allied Trades 
fSogat) and chairman of the TUC’s 
Equal Rights Committee, believes 
that without it “ you cannot get any¬ 
where”. 

His committee is split down the 
middle on the subject and has bee f 
for several years which has stopped 
the TUC taking a strong line on the 
subject. But partly through Mr 
Keys’s persuasion they have now 
decided to stop opposing it When 
the Commission for Racial Equality 
recently produced a.draft code or 
practice for employees, winch recom¬ 
mended monitoring, the committee 
did not raise any objections. It is 
.likely to be a long time, however, 
before the trade union movement 
becomes anything more than luke¬ 
warm on the subject. 

Not only have few unions taken 
up the equal opportunities clause and 
none ’ coosisreotly monitored its, 
effects, but some unionists at a local 
level have positively discouraged the 
employment of black workers. They 
have pandered to the desires of some 
members to keep blacks out. 

. Two such, alleged cases are being 
investigated by the Commission for 
Racial Equality, bat they could repre¬ 
sent just the’tip of the iceberg. 

The first concerns British- Leyland’s 
Castle Bromwich plant where a West 


Indian was refused a job as a fitter 
after a meeting of the all-while fitters’ 
section passed a motion saying they 
would not have anv black workers in 
their section. The Amalgamated 
Union of Engineering Workers, the 
union involved, is also carrying out 
its own investigation. 

The second case concerns the 
National Union of Bleachers and 
Dyers, and the Halifax- area textile 
firm of Bondina limited. Under a 
labour supply agreement, the union 
was responsible for providing tbe 
firm with workers and it is alleged 
by two former convenors at the form 
that the union branch secretary never 
sent any Asian workers in case the 
firm’s white workforce resented 
them, despite high unemployment 
among Asian textile workers. 

In. both cases the allegations sug¬ 
gest an unholy alliance between 
union and company representatives. 
A large number of such informal 
agreements have been unearthed by 
the London Business School's Minor¬ 
ity Groups Case Study Project, par¬ 
ticularly in the engineering and car 
industry. Mr John Brock, manager 
of the project, says they are particu¬ 
larly difficult to tackle because fre¬ 
quently the top union officials and 
higher management are' unaware ef\ 
them.' '■iV ' .'- 

Such practices constitute;, direct 
discrimination under the 'Race Rela- - 
lions Act -1976 and most empioyers 
and. unions, even if they indulge, fu 
them, know they are illegal. Some 
unions, however, might be.-breaking 
she law unknowingly through such 
'traditional practices as father'to' son 
recruitment. 

It seems almost certain That-this 
type of recruitment, which has been 
particularly. common in , the 'docks ' 
and printing industry, constitutes it*- 
direct discrimination and is equally' 
illegal. Tbe Act says that no con¬ 
dition shall be laid down which it 
is harder for one racial group to 
comply with than another. To enter 
the printing industry,--it is usually 
required to have a relative already - 
in it, a condition which is easio- for 
whites to meet than Hacks.

The Commission for Racial Equality 
considers father to sou recruitment 
illegal but seen !s frightened to rake 
on any of the unions which practice 
it, not least perhaps because of the 
blacklash that might result. 

The attitude of some trade union¬ 
ists within the industry can be seen 
dearly in the words of one member 
of the Central London branch 'com¬ 
mittee of Sogst "The commission 
should think very carefully before 
stepping in. If'something has been 
happening for 150 u 200 years, as 
father to son recruitment h as been, 
it is going to go on happening, no 
matter what laws are passed.

Few orchestras manage to sound 
bad in the generous acoustics 
oE St John’s, Smith Square, and 
some sound really luscious. The 
English Chamber Orchestra, 
boldly setting aside current 
theories about the proper sound 
for baroque music, offered 
plenty of nourishment to the 
hungry ear in Monday night’s 
concert. Their programme was 
mainly of Bach: and one rarely 
hears bds polyphony so fulsome. 

But there were times when 
one could hardly hear it at all. 
The trouble with such under- 
articulated playing is that the 
rich sound becomes richer, and 
the poor, poorer, ^ny imbalance 
in the music is accentuated. 
And Brandenburg Concerto No 
3, is, when yon come to listen 
to it, an extraordinarily oddly 
balanced piece.

Io particular, 
the players often supplemented 
Bach’s dynamic indications, 
thereby supplying a new touch' 
of refinement. The hush ar the 
climactic final ritomcUa was.' 
particularly remarkable. 

Brandenburg No 5, though it" 
was not a very polished perfor¬ 
mance, was more enjoyable.- 
William Be Duett phrased 
sweetly on the flute, and Josef- 
Frohiich was the. attentive' 
violin soloist; NicholasKraemer- 
at the harpsichord played wkir- 
character, and earned off the 
big cadenza with style, lacking', 
only a him of rhetoric at die 
end- Earlier Mr Frohiich had. 
partnered the eloquent Neil 
Black in the violin and oboe 
concerto. We also had, as a. 
change from Corelli, the Christ-*, 
mas Concerto of Manfredmi: 
less characterful music, and-, 
things did not go quite smoothly 
In the pastoral movement, bat 
there were happy echoes of 
folky Italian piffari and cam- 
pa gne.

Announcing that Lord Soames, 
Lord President of die Council and 
new Governor of Zimbabwe Rho¬ 
desia would be leaving for 
Rhodesia later in die day, Lord 
Carrington, Secretary of State Tor 
Foreign and Commonwealth 
Affairs, in a statement, said that 
a British authority In Salisbury 
was necessary to make the Anal 
arrangements for bringing tie 
ceasefire into effect. 

Legality will be restored and 
sanctions will be lifted with Lord 
Soames’ arrival (he said) and the 
acceptance of his authority. 

Lord Carrington, in his statement, 
said—We are approaching the con¬ 
clusion of the Lancaster House 
conference. Last week agreement 
was reached on our proposals for 
a ceasefire. The final details are 
still being discussed. 

Earlier this afternoon I made in 
the conference a new presentation 
of our detailed proposals for the 
implementation of the ceasefire. 
Wc have Riven assurances about 
the security of Che Patriotic Front 
forces and that the monitoring 
force will be adequate to monitor 
the Rhodesian fortes, through 
their command structure down to 
company level. 

We have- explained that the 
Patriotic From forces will be 
sited in their operational areas in 
locations wbfch -will meet their 
concern that they should not be 
in close proxknity to Rhodesian 
bases. We have therefore been 
able to provide the Patriotic Front 
with die assurances they have been 
seeking about their security and 
the disposition of the Rhodesian 
forces. 

It Is important to see the pre¬ 
sent stage In the perspective of 
what has already been accom¬ 
plished. The issue of majority 
rule, which has been tire funda¬ 


mental cause of rbe conflict in 
Rhodesia foe 14 years, has been 
resolved by tile independence 
Constitution. 

It has been agreed that there 
should be fresh elections to resolve 
the question of who should exer¬ 
cise political power. The parties 
have accepted that a British 
Governor should exercise legisla¬ 
tive and executive authority to 
supervise tire elections and bring 
Rhodesia back to legality. There is 
agreement on our proposals for 
a ceasefire. 

In the tight of what has been 
agreed. It would be indefensible 
to continue the war. 

IdeaHv we would have pre¬ 
ferred the final decalls to be agreed 
before beginning to put the settle¬ 
ment into effect oo tire ground. 
But It is essential to maintain the 
momentum if we are to achieve a 
settlement involving all the parties, 
and if what we have achieved so 
far is not to be eroded by events 
outside the conference. 

We believe that the proposals we 
have put forward this afternoon 
should lead to early and complete 
agreement. 

Lord Soames, will therefore 
leave later this afternoon for 
Rhodesia. Delay could risk pre¬ 
judicing what has been achieved 
at the conference. The Governor's 
arrival will help to stabilize the 
situation and normalize relations 
with neighbouring countries. 

A British authority jn Salisbury 
Is necessary to make the final 
arrangements for bringing the 
ceasefire into effect.

Ceasefire plans for 
separation of forces 


After Lord Carrington had made 
bis statement in tibe House of 
Lords. Lord Goronwy-Roberts, for 
the Opposition, said—The House 
wdll be grateful for tire statement 
which can only be described as 
momentous. The Government has 
made a crucial decision which In¬ 
volves the new Governor arriving 
in Zimbabwe Rhodesia before im¬ 
portant details of the ceasefire 
have been agreed. 

We are bound to express our 
deepest misgivings about this pro¬ 
cedure. We have tried to be help¬ 
ful in ail onr comments on tne 
long drawn-out and difficult 
negotiations which Lord Carring¬ 
ton has conducted with great skill 
and perserverance. The Opposition 
have said consistently that until 
there is a final and durable cease¬ 
fire it would be a gamble to send 
a Governor out to that country. 

Lord Carrington says in his 
statement that legality will be re¬ 
stored and sanctions will be lifted 
with Lord Soames’s arrival and' 
the acceptance of his authority. 

■Does tins mean ids arrival- mil 
not mean that these steps will be 
taken, but that they turn upon 
the acceptance In that country of 
his authority ? 

Lord Gladwyn (L)—It is a re¬ 
markable achievement on tbe part 
of Lord Carrington and bis able 
team of advisors to have got 
almost to the point at which there 
is final agreement on a ceasefire. 
This in itself represents a success¬ 
ful end to the long drawn-out 
negotiations which, a few months 
ago, few of us thought would 
have a happy ending. 

Tbe only point I would query 
is the decision' to send out LonT 
Soames before' a -ceasefire has 
actually been signed. Would inch 
momentum redly be Tost if Lord 
Soames were to go out. for in¬ 
stance, tomorrow, or - Thursday, 
when'ft is. confidently expected a 
ceasefire trill be in tne bag.? - 

We note sanctions' are to be 
lifted as soon as' Lord -Soames 
lands at Salisbury airport They 
wifi also it seems only be lifted 
once there is acceptance of bis 
authority. If on the arrival of 
Lord Soames, the Patriotic Front 
has not by any chance finally 
signed the ceasefire, how will the 
Governor be able In practice to 
exercise authority? 

Lord Carrington—It would be mis¬ 
leading the House If 1 said that 
for Lord Soames to go oat at tills 
moment is ideal. It would be bet¬ 
ter if all tbe final and loose ends 
bad been tied up. 

There are good reasons why he 
should go one. The m o me n t um 
reason is extremely important. I

last three months that I am fear¬ 
ful of delay and that the boll of 
wool we have so carefully bound 
together is going to unravel. I am 
fearful at tbe moment about stabi¬ 
lity- We only have to look at the 
events of last weekend, for 
example, to see what can happen. 

The arrival of Lord Soames will 
have a stabilizing and good effect. 
The acceptance of his authority 
relates to the Salisbury Govern¬ 
ment, in the sense that In our 
deliberations at Lancaster House, 
Bishop Muzorewa agreed, when 
the British Governor arrived, to 
step down from exercising the 
authority of Prime Minister. Lord 
Soames wiH be In tbe position of 
actually exercising the authority 
in Salisbury. 

I saw both sides at the Lan¬ 
caster House Conference Just be¬ 
fore 1 came here and the contacts 
we have bad over the weekend 
lead me to believe that the pro¬ 
posals which have been pat for¬ 
ward should aHay the fears of the 
Patriotic Front. I hope we shall 
get a quick -agreement. 

I personally explained the posi¬ 
tion a boat Lord Soames to the 
leaders of the Patriotic Front. 
Salisbury also knows abont this 
and are In the process of dis¬ 
solving their Parliament today. 

In answer to a later question. 
Lord Carrington said that in the 
ceasefire the Rhodesian forces 
would be asked to disengage first 
and would go close to the vicinity 
of their bases. 

After that (he said) the Patriotic 
From will be asked to assemble 
with their arms mid under their 
commanders. There trill be a 
number of places where they will 
go to ; they trill keep their arms 
and their commanders and they 
wfll he monitored. 

The same wfll happen to the 
Rhodesian forces but there will 
be more Rhodesian bases because 
there are more Rhodesians. 

All this depends on what hap¬ 
pens daring the ceasefire and. the 
assembly. There is a great deal of 
distrust on the part of both sides. 

Whether anybody wOT really do 
these things as a reciprocal separa¬ 
tion of the forces will depend 
whether or not there is a real 
comnricment by both sides to the 
ceasefire. 

If all the Patriotic Front forces 
assemble with their arms and all 
cross-border movement of their 
forces ceases, there will be no need 
for Rhodesian forces to deploy 
from their bases. 

Everybody who assembles wfH 
be lawful and under tbe Governor’s 
command whether they be part of 
the Patriotic Front forces or the 
Rhodesian fences. Anybody who 
does not will be unlawful.

We pat ceasefire pro¬ 
posals which are utterly fair and 
meet all the Patriotic Front’s con¬ 
cern. 

We shall achieve tomorrow what 
everybody else failed to achieve In 
the past 15 years: a return to 
' legality in Salisbury. If we lost that 
chance, we might lose it forever. 
We had hoped that • the Labour 
Party might have learnt a little 
from history. . . 

When to send the Governor must 
be a matter for judgment, it is a 
fine one. It depends to a great 
extent on the dynamics ofz the 
conference and on what is happen¬ 
ing in Rhodesia.

Taking N or t h er n - Ireland as a 
whole, and taking all the indicators 
of violence together, 1979 saw only 
a slight upturn la violence over 
1978, Mr Humphrey Atkins, Secre¬ 
tary of Slate for.Northern Ireland, 
said, 

Mr Atkins (Speltbarne, C), moving

sions for convicted criminals who 
belonged to their organization, 
they were wasting their time. Tbe 
Government would grant no such 
concessions.

There bad recently been an in¬ 
crease hi what appeared to be- 
sectarian killings. These assassi¬ 
nations could profit no-one. They 
would add - to the spiral of vio¬ 
lence.

This demonstrated 
how much tbe general public and

Frowding legal rework 
for security services 


Criticism of EEC Council of Ministers: a bad budget for Europe 


European Parliament 
Strasbourg 

The action of the Council of Minis¬ 
ters in relation to the 1980 Euro¬ 
pean Community budget had 
brought it into confrontation with 
the Parliament, Mr Pieter Dankert 
(Netherlands, Soc) said when he 
Introduced the report from the 
Committee on Budgets of which he 
is rapporteur. 

The report urged the Parliament 
to reject foe 1980 budget as a 
whole in view of the Council's 
action lu falling to accept Parlia¬ 
ment’s . proposals to cut farming 
spending atm to switch more funds 
to regional and social policy as 
well as to energy and scientific 
research projects. 

Mr Dankerfs report stated that 
the committee believed the Council 
of Ministers bad not permitted the 

Parliament to act positively as part 

of the budgetary authority. The 
action, of the Council was a polit¬ 
ical challenge to foe Parliament’s 
future. 

The failure to eurtafl agricul¬ 
tural expeditors would lead to the 
exhaustion of foe Community’s 
own resources, the curtailment of 
all Community financial support 
far other activities, and in foe not 
too distant future, foe breakdown 
of agricultural support. Whs would 
lead to'the destruction of foe only 
integrated community policy, the 
CAP-

Mr Christopher Tugendhat, EEC 
Commissioner responsible foe tbe 
budget, said foe budget was not 
just an accounting document, but 
an expression of community 
poUcy. 

It was for the two halves of the 
budgetary authority—the Parlia¬ 
ment and the Council of 
Ministers—to conduct their own 
dialogue and bis task was to clarify 
foe commissions opinion on the 
important question facing them. 

We believe (he said) that it is in 
tbe interests of the Community 
that there should be a budget 
adopted this session for the execu¬ 
tion of Commutoiy policies in 
1980. This is not foe moment to 
dwell at length on the possible 
consequences of a redaction in the 
budget or failure to adopt it. But I 
can say with some confidence that 
if that were to happen, there would 
be some nasty surprizes for ns all. 

The Parliament wanted to 
achieve a better balance of spend¬ 
ing within the Cosmmmite ami that 
was a Commission objective as 
wen. 

But the budget proposed by foe 
Council represented a regression 
from that objective. Be h oped that 
there would be a compromise be¬ 
tween the Partiamont and foe 
Council, but that implied that both 
rides had to move. 

If foe budget was not accepted, 
non only was foe conduct of exist¬ 
ing policies restricted, but there 
would be no new policies- 

It would be right to ponder 
whether at a time when relatione 
between foe dfrectiy-dected Parlia¬ 
ment and foe Council were in their 
Infancy it would Tie. hdpfol to 
inject a critic which It would not 
be easy to solve. .. . •• 

Mr John Mctortin (Ireland, EPF). 


speaking for the Parliament's Com-' 
mittee on Social Affairs, said he 
regretted that Parliament spent so 
little time considering social prob¬ 
lems such as unemployment, 
women’s rights, the handicapped, 
tbe aged. 

He hoped the time would come 
when the problems of the weaker 
sections of society would get tbe 
same consideration as those 
enrage d In agriculture. He hoped 
policies would be adopted, to give 
the same confidence to foe weaker 
sections of society that the CAP 
bad given to fosse working la 
agriculture. 

Mr Tom Normanton (Cheshire, 
East. ED), for foe Energy and 
Research Committee, ursed MPs to 
reject tbe budget He said that the 
Council had treated foe Parlia¬ 
ment's proposals in a cavalier mair 
ner. If foe budget was to mean 
anything, ic had to be and seen to 
be a reflection of Community 
.policy and an Instrument of policy 
implementation. 

Tbe budget provisions for energy 
and research were at best irrel¬ 
evant and at worst a downright 
confirmation to the electors of 
Europe that there was simply no 
Contmmdty energy approach or 
rather that there was no serious 
political awareness of foe need, to 
adopt such a stance. 

Herr Egon Klepsch (West Ger¬ 
many, EPP) said his group would 
vote for rejection of the 1980 
budget if foe resolve reflected by 
foe Parliament during. Its last 
debate on foe budget was not 
accepted by foe Council at foe 
eleventh hour. 

Millions of Europeans had voted 
for them because they expected 
their directly-elected MPs ro shape 


the future of Europe with a greater 
degree of determxnatioii than bad 
been shown before. All the institu¬ 
tions were going through a baptism 
of fire. They bad come to foe acid . 
test. 

They could not decry tbe things 
the people of Europe had electro 
them for—the creation of a Euro- 
litopia. They could not say: “ Now 
we can forger all about that and go 
back to normal business.* 1 

He was not looking for a fight 
for its own sake if the Council said 
it was aspiring to Parliament’s 
objectives it should put its money 
where its month was. Tbeir present 
approach was not the way to deal 

with the pro Idem. 

Mr John Taylor (Midlands, East. 
ED) said that tbe Council bad 
hammered the original draft of the 
budget into foe old famiEar tired . 
agricultural shape. He wondered 
irhar foe founding fathers would 
have said if they bad known that 
by 1980 agriculture spending would 
be touching 80 per cent of foe 
Community budget. 

They wanted a reduction in agri¬ 
cultural spending because that was 
where foe surpluses came from, 
and they warned to encourage 
other vital Community activities 
such as energy, transport, environ¬ 
ment and foe regions. 

But these progressive develop¬ 
ments In foe budget had been Bung 
back at them if not.wlfo contempt, - 
then certainly with no cogent 
explanation. In these circum¬ 
stances , what did a responsible 
directly-elected parliament do? 

Unless a ny t hin g dramatic hap¬ 
pened which..satisfied his group-. 
they would vote against foe 
budget They-would do this not 
because certain member states 


would gain from a better balance, 
not to show the electors what they 
could do, but because it was a bad 
budget for Europe. 

M Vincent Ansquer (France, DEF) 
said overall rejection of the budget 
was a move to be used right at the 
end of the budgetary procedure 
which had not yet been exhausted. 
There was still room for negotia¬ 
tions between P arl i am ent 
Cptnica. 

Htfr Jen*-Peter Sonde (Denmark. 
TCDG) said the assembly wished 
to extend its powers. The council 
should stand firm and the Parfla- 
tnenfs threats should not be taken 
serioualy. 

If the parliament persisted in its 

attitude It would bang itself with

A landmark was reached in 1901 
with TBjf Vole RriZioup Co v 
Amalgamated' Society of Rtdhvov 
Servants ([1901] AC 426), in which 
it was decided tins a union could 
. be sued in its own -name because 
it had been given statuto ry powers, 
and rights. The decision provoked 
hostility from trade onions and 
led five years'later to the Trade 
Disputes Act, 1906, which gave 
very wide immunities to onions. 

In National Union of General 
. and Municipal Workers v (Smart 
([1945] 2 All ER 553} tee Court 
of Appeal had to consider the 
reverse side of the coin from the 
Taff Vde case—the right of a 
union to sue- The court adopted 
the same approach and inferred 
from the fact that unions 'could 
be . sued in tort the; must have 
the light to sue in tort. There was 
;the notion of re cipr ocity, of 
mutuality—you should be able to 
■do unto others only that which 
could be done unto yon. The 
Gillian case was the main 
a u tho ri t y in the text-books for the 
right of trade unions to sue for 
libel. Doubt had been cast on that 
case, however, and it was sub¬ 
mitted that in the light of what 
was said In the House of Lords 
in - Bonsor v Musicians' Union 
([1956] AC 104) Gasan’s case was

Mareva assets may be used for payment of business debts 


Iraqi Ministry of Defence .and 
Others v Areepey Shipping Co 
SA and Another - 
Before Mr Justice Rohm Goff 
[Judgment delivered Nov 13] 

A Mareva injunction was varied 
so as to enable the frozen assets' 
to be used for nuking payments 
in good faith in the ordinary 
course of business. 

His Lordship granted an appli> 
cation by Gillespie Brothers & Co 
Ltd, as Interveners In an action 
in which the Iraqi Ministry of 
Defence and others (plaintiffs) 
bad obtained the injunction 
a gainer Arcepty Shipping Co SA 
(defendants), for an order that 
the assets be used to pay debts 
owed to them by the defendants, 

notwithstanding that the injunc¬ 
tion bad not been discharged. 

Mr Anthoqy Co)man, QC, and 
Mr Nigel Teare for the inter¬ 
veners;. Mr Jobn Hob house, QC, 
and Mr Alan Fardoe for the 
plaintiffs. 

HIS LORDSHIP said that the 
plaintiffs were the owners of 
cargo on the Angel Bell, which 
was owned by the defendants, 
Areepey & Panamanian company. 
In 1976 die vessel sank with the 
cargo on board- The plaintiffs 
claimed against Areepey d a mage s 
of about S3m and in 1977 they 
obtained a Mareva injunction. 

At that time Areepey had no 
assets within the jisrisaHctioo, bm 


Areepey had given them a morr> 
gage on the Angel Bell and also 
assigned the policies to teem. 

An issue was ordered to be Died 
as between the interveners and the 
plaintiffs concerning the inter-

they did have the prospect u( 
recovering the proc e eds or insur¬ 
ance pedicles tax the vessel amount¬ 
ing to about £240,000. The brokers 
fra- the policies were Brandts 
Marine, now Grfndley Brandts 
Marine. 

The interveners, -who were owed 
£200,000 by Areepey, claimed that 


veuers* rights as mortgagees and 
the effectiveness of the assignment. 
Areepey had conceded that they 
bad no interest In the insurance 
moneys, maintaining that thev 
should be paid to the interveners'. 

In March, 1979. Mr Justice 
Dooaldson gave judgment in favour 
of the interveners on both aspecs, 
holding that the interveners were 
equitable mortgagees of the vessel 
and assignees of the policies with 
title to sue on them- That derision 
was under appeal, but the plain¬ 
tiffs bad also taken another point, 
that the Interveners had been 
carrying on the business of un¬ 
registered money-lenders and 
therefore the loan to Areepey was 
illegal and void under legislation 
then in force. The interveners 
denied that, and the issue was to 
be tried in 1980. 

The interveners now bad 
advanced a different comention. 
Prompted by observations made 
by Mr Justice Donaldson in his 
judgment in March, 2977, they 
now sought to have the Mareva 
injunction varied by the addition 
of “ save that Grind!ev Brandts 
Marine Ltd. shall be permitted 
To pay to Gillespie Bros ft Co Ltd 
the sum of £200,000 being part o' 
the proceeds oF insurance on tiie 
vessel Angel Bell 

It was contended by the inr«r- 
reners that, whatever would be tV> 
result of the issues tried and 
pending between them and th- 
plalntiffs, the injunction *hou , --‘ 
be lifted to enable Areepey am* 
the brokers to pay back rh» 
money which the imerveneri- 
advanced to the defendants. The*/ 
said that for the brokers or 
defendants to pay back the money 
would be to pay money in good 


faith in tire ordinary course of 
business, and that Mareva injunc¬ 
tions were not designed m prevent 
transactions of that kind. 

The plaintiffs, however, said 
that tee whole purpose of the 
Mareva jurisdiction was to freeze 
a defendant's assets within tee 
jurisdiction until after tee litiga¬ 
tion between the plaintiffs and the 
defendants had been resolved by 
judgement or agreement between 
the parties. 

His lordship was satisfied from 
tee authorities cited that the 
fundamental purpose of tee 
Mareva jurisdiction was id pre¬ 
vent foreign parties from causing 
assets to be removed from the 
jurisdiction in order ro avoid tee 
risk of having to satisfy any 
judgement which might be entered 
against teem in pending proceed¬ 
ings in this country. 

As was made plain by Mr 
Justice MustiU in Third CftancZris 
Shipping Co v Uitimarine SA 
1(19791 3 WLK 122). the point of 
tbe Mareva jurisdiction was to 
proceed by stealth and so to pre¬ 
empt any action by the defendant 
To remove his assets from tec 
jurisdiction. To achieve that result 
tee injunction had to be in a wide 
form because, for example, a 
transfer by the defendant to a 
collaborator in the jurisdiction 
couid lead to tee transfer of the 
assets abroad fay* the collaborator. 
Bft it did nor follow teat, having 
established tbe injunction, tee 
rr.-jrt should nor thereafter permit 
“ Qualification to it to allow a 
--ansfer of assets by tee defend- 
-nr if tee defendant satisfied the 
* iurt that he required the money 
c ~r a purpose which did not con- 
*":cr with the policy underlying 
tee Mareva jurisdiction. 

Although he disavowed that 
puroose, Mr Hobhouse was really 
seeking for his clients a priority 
to which they were not entitled. 


It was not in dispute that in 
English law a party who claimed 
unliquidated damages against a 
company was not entitled ro 
present a petition for winding up 
tec defendant company before he 
had a judgment. 

His Lordship did xtot believe 
that a Mareva jurisdiction was 
intended to rewrite the English 
law of Insolvency. It was clear 
from the authorities that the 
purpose of the jurisdiction was 
not in any way to improve tee 
position of claimants in an in¬ 
solvency but simply to prevent tee 
injustice of a foreign defendant 
removing bis assets from the 
jurisdiction which otherwise might 
have been available to satisfy a 
judgment: see, for example, 
Creusnor Maritime Co ltd. r Irish 
Marine Management Ltd U197&] 
J WLR 966). 

Mr Hobhouse disclaimed a 
proprietary interest in the assets 
or tee position of a secured 
creditor by virtue of the injunc¬ 
tion. But it was difficult to see 
why. if a plaintiff had not yet 
proceeded, to judgment against a 
defendant but was simply a 
claimant for an unliquidated sum. 
the defendant should not be free 
to use his asses to pay his debts. 

There remained tee point teat 
the interveners were seeking to 
recover a debt which was illegal 
and void as a money-lending 
transaction. Whatever the merits 
of tee plaintiffs' submission, it 
was an issue which had yet to he 
resolved; and bis Lordship had 
to consider whether it would be 
right to amend tee present 
Mareva Injunction ro permit pay¬ 
ment by Areepey of tee inter, 
veners' claim in those circum¬ 
stances. 

Lifting the Mareva injunction to 
enable Areepey to repay the loan 
to the interveners would not be to 
enforce tee transaction, even 
indirectly. A reputable business¬ 


man was likely to regard it as 
dishonourable, if hot dishonest, 
not to repay a loan even if Its 
enforcement was technically 
illegal by virtue of the Money¬ 
lenders Acts. All the interveners 
were asking was that Areepey 
should be free to repay such a 
loan if they thought fit to do so, 
not that tee ]aas transaction 
should be enforced. 

For a defendant to be free to 
repay a loan in such circumstances 
was not Inconsistent with the 
policy underlying tee Mareva 
jurisdiction. In such circumstances 
he was not seeking to avoid his 
responsibilities to the plaintiff if 
the latter should ultimately obtain 
a judgment. To allow the Mareva 
jurisdiction to prevent a defendant 
from repaying loans in the ordin¬ 
ary course of business would be 
to stretch the injunction beyond 
its original purpose, instead of 
preventing businessmen conduct- 
ting their business as they were 
entitled to do. 

No case had yet come before the 
courts in which snch a limit on 
the Mareva jurisdiction had been 
considered. It had to be con¬ 
sidered in tee present case because 
there was only one asset which 
was not large enough to satisfy 
both the claim of the intervener* 
and the claim of the plaintiffs. 

His Lordship was satisfied that 
not only was there nothing in the 
authorities inconsistent with the 
interveners’ submissions, on tee 
coutrarv, tee policy underlying 
the Mareva jurisdiction as 
revealed in those authorities was 
entirely consistent with those 
submissions. 

It followed that tbe Mareva 
injunction granted in the present 
case might be qualified. The case 
was adjourned into chambers for 
the drafting of tbe order.

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In 1968,81 Americans from the spyship Pueblo were taken hostage..ittopk a year to free thent - 

Will the late of the US hostages ■ ■ 
follow the Korean pattern? 


The case of the American 
hostages in [ran is providing 
the United Stares government 
with a partial rerun of a_ saga 
which temporarily gripped 
America 12 years ago when the 
North Koreans seized the intel¬ 
ligence ship Pueblo and her 
crew of 81. 

They were taken hostage in 
January, 1968. at the start of 
'another presidential election 
ypar, when another Democratic 
president was being challenged 
for his party's Domination by 
another Senator Kennedy. It 
was 11 months before they were 
released : and then only after 
the United States bad eaten a 
very humble diplomatic pie. 

The similarities continue. 
The secretary of state called rhe 
seizure an “ act of war ”: there 
was pressure on the President 
in invade North Korea: 
America's allies fighting in 
Vietnam were geared up to give 
support. Gradually the useless¬ 
ness of a military response in 
the circumstances—either to 
secure the release of the pris¬ 
oners, or ro punish the North 
K.oreans for harming them— 
began to percolate through to 
American public opinion and 
the fate of the Pueblo's unfor¬ 
tunate crew soon left the front 
pages. 

In December, 1968. Captain 
Lloyd Bucher and his crew were 
finally released after the 
American government had 
apologized to North Korea for 
trespassing into their territorial 
waters. This apology was then 
declared by the Americans to 
be “ worthless ** because it was 
signed under duress. 


This disclaimer vras mostly 
ignored by a cynical world, 
though the South Koreans 
Found it hard to ignore the fact 
that the United States had sur¬ 
rendered on all points. _ 

In Washington there is now 
the sniff of another surrender 
on account of another painful 
similarity. The intelligence 
mission of the Pueblo was its 
undoing, and the very serious 
intelligence breaches which have 
occurred as a result of die plun¬ 
dering oF the United States em¬ 
bassy in Tehran have weakened 
Washington’s hand to counter 
the clear breach of International 
law which the seizure involves. 

When Captain Bucher re¬ 
turned home from captivity he 
confessed that he and his crew 
did not complete the destruc¬ 
tion of sensitive electronic in¬ 
telligence equipment which was 
thus allowed to fall' into enemy 
hands — an unpardonable 
offence in the intelligence 
world. 

In Iran, the same kind of 
emergency drills were also in¬ 
complete. These matters bare 
not yet been fully aired in a 
Washington still stunned by the 
magnitude of the breach, since 
under diplomatic protocol diplo¬ 
mats caught our in intelligence 
operations are normally de¬ 
clared persona non grata and 
sent home. 

Bur Iranians have shown that' 
they are not playing diplomacy 
by the accepted rules, hence 
their unprincipled seizure of the 
embassy in the first place. Thus 
the forthcoming trial of diplo¬ 
mats accused of spying is likely 
to have all the evidence it 


needs to convince a rigged 
court, and a prejudiced world 
audience, that the men deserve 
.to be convicted. 

■ It is this which causes 
apprehension in Washington 
and arouses a certain amount 
of mixed feelings towards the 
hostages. On- the one | hand, 

everybody sympathizes with the 

terrible ordeal they are going 
through, and is vigilant for any 
signs of maltreatment such as 
was inflicted on the crew of 
tile Pueblo. 

On the other hand the State 
Department has been appalled 
by the failure to destroy sensi¬ 
tive files which reveal planning 
of covert operations in Iran. 
Why was rhe emergency drill 
not followed before the mob 
stormed into the embassy ? 

American diplomats in'lslama- 
bad successfully destroyed their 
sensitive material in half the 
time and with no warning. Yet 
in Tehran sotne of the exposed 
correspondence reveals that the 
embassy was only too ' aware 
beforehand of the danger it 
would be in should the Shah 
be admitted to the United 
Stares. 

As one senior State Depart¬ 
ment official said : “ My heart 
went cold when 1 saw a‘‘Roger’ 
telegram published in the Wash¬ 
ington Post * —•‘Roger’ being the 
code prefix for ail intelligence 
matters dating from the time 
when Mr Roger Hilisman was 
in charge of state department 
intelligence operations. 

The vulnerability of the 
American position caused by 
this breach of security,, must be 
exercising great if unexpressed 


influence on American policy 
making, during the crisis. When 
President Carter first reacted to 
the seizure he • set out two 
priorities to which he has ad- 
neied ever since. 

The first was that the safety 
of the hostages Was paramount; 
the second chat force would not 
be used. In the five weeks 
since thee his position has -be¬ 
come less tenable, and less easy 
to portray to the people of a 
great power taunted in its Im¬ 
potence and now with the -ad¬ 
ditional confvsioa of a presi¬ 
dential election campaign. 

In 1968 President Johnson 
secured the release of the 
Pueblo crew lifter 29 secret 
negotiating sessions with the 
North' Koreans, hut he took all 
year to do it, and he derided 
in May ‘ not to stand for re¬ 
el ectinn as president. 

Can President Carter afford 
to have this crisis drag on for 
month after month, with an ad¬ 
versary who seeds as averse to 
secret diplomacy—indeed dip¬ 
lomacy of any kind—as do the 
Iranians, and yet ‘ as keen to 
exploit television publicity to 
goad the Americans, as were 
.the North Koreans to. shun it ?. 

On the outcome may. depend 
President Carter’s chances of 
renotnination. If it has to be 
a humiliating climb down, zr 
had better be a quick one, since 
the alternatives. all seem to 
involve some exercise of mili¬ 
tary force which- would be both 
diplomatically and electorally 
self-defeating.

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The Navy should be fair to the Osprey 


Today naval design is at a 
turning point, as it was in the 
early 1900s,- when the Dread¬ 
nought sprang from the great 
improvements in hull design, 
construction, propulsion and 
naval gunnery occurring in the 
context of our world-spanning 
Empire and the Kaiser’s war¬ 
ship building programme. 

In the Dreadnought and the 
generation of naval designs 
which followed, length was the 
prsafest factor of hull design. 
F.y the traditional discipline of 
paval architecture the maxi¬ 
mum practical speed of a ship 
is on average 1_3 times the 
*.!uare root of its length ; speed 
was gained by length which in 
turn reduced a ship's tendency 
to pitch in a head sea and 
Therefore a higher speed could 
hi maintained in a given sea 
state and with greater comfort. 

The power of armament was 
a function of its weight and 
therefore the longer the ship 
t'.ne greater its arm ament could 
be; finally, length provided 
economies of scale in a.world 
in which both materials and 
'About were cheap and plenti¬ 
ful and in the longer ships it 
was possible to carry the crew. 
Ho res, fuel and ammunition 
necessary to defend the far 
Pbng sea routes of the Empire, 
ifonce the day of the long ship : 
rhe * Ocean Greyhounds ’ 
beloved of generations of 
sailors. 

Today many things have 
changed. The development of 
the guided missile means that 
the fire power of a ship is not 
a function of its size, but of 
the technology it carries. 

Furthermore, the cost of a 
ship of traditional length such 
as a frigate has risen by a fac¬ 


tor of ten, to about £100m, in 
as many years. Half of this is 
the cost of the haH ; yet k is 
□Dt even necessary to sunk such, 
a ship, but simply to stun it by 
a hit from a bon* or a missile 
to render it about as useless as 
a Dalek with a fiat battery. 

Thus, thanks to technology, 
inflation and rbe course of his¬ 
tory, three arguments for tra¬ 
ditional long strips have disap¬ 
peared : namely, their fire. 
power. their comparative 
economy in relation to crew 
and cost, and the need for 
world-wide endurance. 

But the sea does not change ;. 
and there is stiU the same need 
for speed In rough seas con¬ 
sistent with good seakeeping 
and crew comfort. The navy" 
must still "get there in tune", 
with crews ready and able to 
execute their demanding tasks 
in wartime in the appalling con¬ 
ditions of the Northern 
Approaches, the Denmark Strait 
or the North Sea. 

So. how can we design ships 
which, without being long and 
expensive, are sriH fast and 
comfortable at sea ? 

For years designers have 
tried to break through this bar¬ 
rier. A whole generation of 
fast patrol boats (FPBs) based 
on the German “ E" boat of 
World War n has broken 
through a speed barrier of 
1.3VL; but thev depend for 
their sneed on-being of very- 
light displacement and nar¬ 
row beam and this makes 
them uncomfortable and 
unstable in any more than a 
moderate sea and limits them 
severely as to useful load, 
internal and deck ^>ace and 
endurance. Numerous other 
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ideas, such as hydrofoils, cata¬ 
marans and sea sleds have been 
spawned, bat thes e enJy evade 
the real issues of ship design 
and the implacable demands of 
the sea. 

; The Osprey arose from nor 
Fascination by this apparent - 
Impasse. ' With characteristic 
style, M* 1 Peter Thorny croft, 
the small ship designer, had 
partly broached the problem in 
his earlier 112ft. Azteca design 
for rhe Mexican Government— 
in whicir the requirements were 
typical ot those coming from 
the ever-growing world marker 
for patrol boats for the newly 
declared 200-mile limits of' 
countries with budgets as small 
as their coastlines are long. 
This dictates the greatest pos¬ 
sible number of ships, as fast 
as practicable to cover tfa e 
great distances involved, con¬ 
sistent with seaworthiness and 
load-carrying capacity and 

obtainable at the - lowest pos¬ 
sible price. 

In this case be threw the ride 
book overboard, risking a dras¬ 
tic increase in beam which 
might hove ruled out the ad¬ 
vantage of any .increase in 
internal volume or economy of 
construction by reduced per¬ 
formance. In fact this increase 
in beam actually seemed to im¬ 
prove performance and sea- 
keeping. -. 

. Having overcome the tradi¬ 
tional objections to an increase 
in beam, Mr Thornycroft set 
about in crea sin g the ability of 
the new 165ft Osprey to carry 
much greater loads onlsuch a 
hull, but without drastic loss of 
speed for a given horsepower 
compared with the FPB type 
of bull and .without sacrifice nr 
stability.. " i • 

The .result of these measures 
is chit the Osprey can carry 
about twice the load of her: 
FPB counterparts text without 
any drastic reduction in speed 
for- a given horsepower. This, 
means she can by built in a' 
relatively cheap, heavy and. 
primitive way, if . required, and 
still can carry about 300 tons 
total fiieh. water, furnishings, 
armament and . stores—an .un¬ 
heard-of ability for .a- 165ft - 
* fest” hull- . . •*: 

Her beam provides huge in¬ 
ternal -volume foe her size and 
a deck which ■ is sufficiently 
wide for any amount of equip- - 
men: and armament, and—if

• So the speed and displace¬ 
ment barriers are breached— 
but at what cost in terms of 
seakeeping and comfort, and by 
what criterion of judgment ? ' 

This is the key question of 
the navy—and rightly so. For-' 
ornately for us, the navy has 
developed a technique for judg¬ 
ing the seakeeping qualities of 
ships jn an excellent paper by 
Lloyd and Andrew of the 
Admiralty • Marine Technical J 
Establishment at Hosier.. This' 
paper reduces the ship motions 
affecting seakeeping, seasick¬ 
ness and fatigue to a ** subject¬ 
ive motion magnitude ° ¥ of 
yardstick.

MOSCOW DIARY 


A serious 
case of 
speculation 

The little court-room looked 
like any ordinary . Soviet 
office: the -walls painted light 
green, the door padded to keep 
out the noise- to the passage, 
.three ceiling lights, double 
windows with a small ventila¬ 
tion seciin open, a bare wood¬ 
en floor. 

Rows of benches began to 
fill up just before the hearing: 
about 20 spectators, mainly 
women, some were pensioners 
others, with gold teeth, black 
shawls and olive skins, had 
come up to Moscow from rhe 
south specially for the case. 

A policeman, wearing the 
usual grey uniform and fur hat 
with toe Soviet badge on it, 
went to toe defendants' box at 
the side of toe room, mid rou¬ 
tinely ran his fingers round 
the ledge and under the seat 
looking for concealed weapons. 
The two lawyers sat at a table 
in the middle of the room, 
theft brief cases open, talking 
to toe prosecutor. Glancing to 
my direction, he earn tinned 
diem in a lew voice that there 
were foretoners in court today.

union movement in a calm perspec¬ 
tive of productivity, and it places 
the Bill in its corner as the very 
little thing it is. 

But where was the thunder so 
dearly demanded by your analysis ? 
Surety, we must hesitate on longer 
but face up now to die monopoly 
power of our trade unions and the 
menace of the dosed shop before 
this Government grows old and 
lame. 

With a refreshing boldness, the 
Chancellor has already given back 
incentive to the individual to 
succeed, particularly in wealth- 
creation. This new stimulus should 
slowly permeate our society, 
recreating the robust attitudes to 
risk, profit and service to 
customers we need. 

But all vrill fail unless we dis¬ 
mantle the institutional barriers we 
have erected in the path to a more 
ri go rods t society; the weakness of 
competition, immobility of labour, 
perv a s iv e state involvement, and 
above all the imbalance of power 
in industrial relations. This last is 
the most pressing. 

The dead hand of trade unionism 
has denied prosperity to industry 
after industry as management 

£ arrivals bos spread. Industry after 
idustry has had to shift its point 
of focus from customer to 
employee; and we wonder why 
customers have deserted or, under 
monopoly, grown restive! 

The dosed shop is now the nub 
Of the problem. As the bargaining 
strength Of labour has grown, so the 
need far trade union organization 
has declined and power has shifted 
to the chop floor. The trade union 
establishment has retaliated by 
concentrating its declining power 
OVer industrial production and its 
direct power over the Labour Party 
to entrench and enhance its posi¬ 
tion. Add fa its straggle for power 
over members, the ultimate solution 
Is the dosed shop. 

The closed shop is ad unmiti¬ 
gated aril—for customer, manage¬ 
ment and worker, it encroaches on 
the freedom of the individual the 
trade unions’ power to decide who 
shall and who shall not work will 
suffehr continue to be abused. It 
handicaps wealth creation ; manage- 


powi 

wider interests of die company and 
suffer more from the dilutes of 
others. And, paradoxically, it 
threatens the whole future of the 
trade union movement; by granting 
the trade union a monopoly of 
membership ir turns trade union 

leaders, who should be selected to 

serve the individual worker, inro 
masters dictating at will to its 
members. 

It is a sad reflection on many 
employers that they have acquiesced 
so willingly to the dosed shop: it 
is convenience today not prosperity 
tomorrow that moves them. 

And we should not be surprised 
that successive governments have 
leant so comfortably on this weak 
crutch, for government is our 
largest employer and is as little 
concerned with its productivity as 
any. 

Fortunately, public opinion in 
Britain has been alerted to the 
danger and seems to be moving 
rapidly ahead of Parliament and 
towards the European view of the 
trade unions. 

Fortunately, also, reasonable 
solutions are available. One would 
he to permit the continued existence 
of a closed shop but to make its 
legality subject to 

i the trade union losing its power 
to reject or expel members during 
the cun-ency of the closed shop 
agreement, and 

ii the agreement establishing it 
being supported by an overwhelm¬ 
ing majority at secret ballot and 
being valid for nti more than, say. 

1 three years. 

This would safeguard the indi¬ 
vidual and, at the same time, render 
the trade union properly account¬ 
able to its members. With only one 
trade union to deal with, <( orderly " 
industrial relations would not be 
impaired. And the trade union 
would be assured of membership 
so long as it could retain the favour 
of its members. 

A small show of leadership in 
industrial relations and this Govern¬ 
ment could not only right a major 
wrong but also setuVe its own 
future. Open the dosed shop now 
before it closes down Britain's 
fadstetry finally!

Sir, Lord KaltJor may well be right 
in sayins (December' 51 that a gen¬ 
eral increase in indirect taxation 
would probablv accelerate, rather 
than reduce die rate of wage 
inflation. But whether his own 
suggestion would do much better 
is another question. 

The proposal to discourage high 
wage settlements by levying “ a 
special tax oo increases of income 
over the previous year ” was first 
advanced by a colleague of mine at 
the University of Manitoba some 
ten years ago. After a brief discus:- 
sion"it was rejected by North Ameri¬ 
can economists and 'policy makers 
for two reasons which, It woud seem 
to me, are quite as likely to apply 
in Britain. 

1. Ir would nor work. “Trade 
union negotiators" and the workers 
they represent are not so easily 
deceived. If they know in ad¬ 
vance that any increase they get will 
be taxed, say, at 50 per cent, they 
will demand twice as much as they 
woud otherwise have done in order 
to achieve their target increase in 
real income. For many years now 
unions have very sensibly adjusted 
their nominal demands to allow for 
expected increases in the price level. 
No more sophistication is required 
to do the same with respect to an 
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Labour Party objectives 

From Mr John Lee 
Sir, Bryan Magee (December 8), a 
thoughtful and serious-minded MP, 
and others who think like him seem 
entirely to forget just why the 
Labour Party came to be a govern¬ 
ment parry. This happened basically 
for two reasons: firstly because in 
the years before the turn of the 
century, the Liberal Party ignored 
the political aspirations of working 
class people. Secondly, because the 
Liberal Parry, despite the undoubted 
radicalism that is manifested in 
many fields, shrank fa power from 
the scale of government interven¬ 
tion in the economy (necessarily 
including much nationalization) 
wthout which real, and permanent, 
social justice is not passible. 

Since 1918 the Labour Party has 
been unambiguously committed to 
public ownership ; and anyone join¬ 
ing it since then must be presumed 
to know this. There may, and indeed 
certainly should, be arguments 
within rhe party a hour the correct 
speed at which this can be done. 
There can be none about the objec¬ 
tives, since that argument was 
settled long ago.

Production of North Sea oil 
is to be controlled so that ex¬ 
ports will be limited to conserve 
supplies for Britain's future use. 
Details have yet to be worked 
out but the principle that oil 
production levels are to be deci¬ 
ded by the Government repre¬ 
sents one of The most important 
developments in British energy 
policy over the past decade. 

Net self-sufficiency in oil for 
Britain will be reached lace next 
year. Production would rise, if 
the Government imposed no 
controls, to a level allowing ex¬ 
ports of around 30 million 
tonnes a year, equal to a third 
of Britain’s requirements, in 
1985. 

This is because imports of 
oil into the EEC are affected 
by the level of North Sea oil 
production. A reduction in 
import levels could be used by 
Britain’s EEC partners, it is 
felt, to put pressure on the 
United Kingdom to increase its 
oil output- 

At the IEA meeting on 
Monday and at an earlier meet¬ 
ing of EEC energy ministers in 
Brussels, Britain agreed ' it 
would export five million 
tonnes of oil in 1985. 

All the comments made by 


Government ministers now 
suggest that figure will be the 
maximum to which a depletion 
policy will be aimed. What 
might upset these calculations 
is a strong further deteriora¬ 
tion in die balance of pay¬ 
ee urge increased production 
for economic reasons. 

Until recently there was 
concern that the effects of a 
marked reduction in North Sea 
production on oil company 
earnings would have long-term 
disadvantages by discouraging 
future exploration. 

But the rise in prices since 
the troubles in Iran has so 
transformed North Sea profits 
as to reduce such fears con¬ 
siderably. 

According to guidelines laid 
down by Mr Eric Varley ax 
Secretary of State for Energy 
during the Labour administra¬ 
tion, few controls may be placed 
on the rate of depletion before 
1982. 

Production, however, could 
well rise above the level of net 
self-sufficiency before then. 
Increasingly the Government 
looks prepared to bring in con¬ 
servation policies when neces¬ 
sary even if the effects are to 
reduce the expected level of oil 
company earnings.

Establishment of new union unlikely to avert fight over membership 



The decision by the staff associations 
cf three major London clearing hanks to 
merge and form their own union brings 
into sharp relief the philosophical 
differences between them and the main 
TUC-affiliated union in the industry, 

Industrial relations in the # banking 
industry have been chaotic since ' the 
anting Insurance and Finance Union 
(formerly fTUBE) abandoned joint 
negotiating some two years ego in protest 
at the lack of movement towards establish¬ 
ing a single union. 

BIHJ, as a member of the TUC, is 
interested in recruiting as many members 
as possible from the staff associations at 
Barclays, National Westminster and 
Lloyds. The announcement on Monday 
that the associations had decided to merge 
to form a new Clearing Banks Union, 
with 93,000 members, is an attempt to fore* 
stall a recruitment war in banking and 
finance between B9STJ and Mr Clive 
Jenkin’s Association of Scientific Technical 
and Managerial Staffs (A5TM5). 

The staff associations hare been reluc¬ 


tant to affiliate to the TUC, although .they 
were prepared to do so if BEPU had been 
ready to accept in its entirety the second 
report by Dr Tom Jotmsnm, which pro¬ 
posed the creation of a new TUC-affiliated’ 
union for the whole of the banking 
insurance and finance field. 

Dr Johnston, who has been trying to 
unravel the complicated union scene was 
insistent that a new union could work 
ooly if it was affiliated to the TUC. 

This gives rise to scepticism in banking 
circles that a new Clearing Banks Union 
which obviously could not be affiliated is 
unlikely to have long before it is picked 
off by the TUC unions. 

There is also disagreement on what 
form a new umbrella onion for the indus¬ 
try would take. The associations wanted 
to see a federal structure with strong in- 
house representation, which would 
receive its own income and be affiliated 
to a Clearing Banks Union. BIFU wanted 
a more unitary structure with policy 
autonomy at different levels. 

The staff associations ware prepared to 


accept in full the second Johnston. raL 
drawn up in October. However,. B 
wanted to sec up working parties to 
examine questions of detail, while, accept: 
mg the six major principles embodied tn 
the report. 

To the staff associations examination of 
detail meant renegotiation and while they 
may, as a test resort have been prepared 
to go along with tins, as a “gesture of 
goodwill” they asked BIFU to rejoin 
joint negotiating .machinery, which-BIFU 
refused. V .

Heavy plant makers stung by 
allegations of poor performance 


By John Huxley 
A raw over the alleged poor 
performance of Britain’s heavy 
plant makers has broken out 
between the industry’s leaders 
and one of their biggest cus¬ 
tomers. 

Now theindustry is to ask Sir 
Keith Joseph, Secretary of State 
for Industry, to monitor the 
“performance versus promise 1 * 
of British, and foreign suppliers 
on a number of projects hr a 
move to refute recent criti¬ 
cisms. 

The row comes at a time 
when the industry is seeking 
government assistance in its 
attempts to win much-needed 


orders. Today, senior members 
of three of the industry's lead¬ 
ing fabricating companies; 
Northern Engineering Indus¬ 
tries, Babcock International, 
and Davy, will be meeting Sir 
Keith Joseph to discuss pro¬ 
spects. 

Plant makers have been stung 
.by wbat they describe as a 
“ public onslaught " and 
“ thrashing ” from an execu¬ 
tive of BP Chemicals, who com¬ 
plained about their delivery 
performance in general and its 
performance on five projects 
worth more than £3m in par¬ 
ticular. 


Yesterday Mr Harry Hornsby, 


director-general of the Process 
Plant Association j said that 
these harsh criticisms, were 
followed by allegations of. con¬ 
flict between clients, con¬ 
tractors and suppliers in 
Britain. These are denied 
the association. 

Mr Hornsby said: “ I have 
spoken to BP. and they have 
not been prepared to identify 
the projects or the suppliers 
to enable us to investigate their 
complaints and the reasons 
behind them. Itis not, therefore, 
possible to arrive at anything 
constructive out of this state¬ 
ment”. 


Chrysler-no aid yet from French 


Mr George Turnbull, former 
managing director of British 
Ley land who now runs Chrysler 
UK, the loss-making subsidiary 
of Peugeot Citroen, has 
delivered a warning on output 
to his 20,000 employees engaged 
in tiie final stages of vital pro¬ 
ductivity talks. 

“We have to make it our¬ 
selves. I cannot get any invest¬ 
ment from the French until we 
improve productivity to - meet 
their targets, and we need that 
investment urgently”, said Mr 
Turn bull. 


This weekend the redundancy 
axe fails on 1,250 men at.the 
company’s Lin wood, Renfrew¬ 
shire plant as well as 250 staff 
in Coventry, Linwood and. Lon¬ 
don. 

Mr Turnbull said yesterday: 
“Crucial discussions are under 
way in all our plants on pro¬ 
ductivity. We are looking for 
a 25 per cent improvement and 
Fm pleased to say that, in the 


main the men’s attitude is ex¬ 
tremely encouraging. 

“ We are offering a fair 
reward for more productivity; 
for instance the men at Ryton 
could get another £8 a -week. 
But this is not just a question 
of money. The aD-important 
issue is the men’s attitude, to 
their work. 

“They should be asking 
■ themselves, ‘Is the job worth 
having? and if it is they should 
prove it by earning more money 
under the incentiv escheme we 
have put to them.” 

Mr Turnbull added that he 
made it absolutely clear that 
' there would be no phoney pro¬ 
ductivity deals. 

Chrysler, which is being 
renamed Talbot next month, 
will sell about 150,000 cars in 
Britain, about one-third of them 
imported from. . Chrysler’s 
Ferncfa, Spanish and Irish 
plants. . 

Mr Turnbull is setting his 


sights on 200,000 a year and 
w-ouid like to assemble a far 
bigger p r op o rtion in the United 
Kingdom. 

“We ought to be-good for 
£30m a year profit; although 
it may take a year or two. On 
the other hand it must be made 
absolutely clear to everyone in 
this company that Peugeot 
Citroen will not invest good 
.money after bad and if they 
pull the plug out we shall go 
down the sink”, he said. 
Sinking Ships: Sir Barrie 
Heath, president of the Society 
of Motor Manufacturers and 
Traders and chairman of GKN, 
said last night that dinging to 
outmoded manufacturing- pro¬ 
cesses and manning levels zn 
the British motor industry was 
like dinging to a sinking ship. 

The keys to future prosperity 
were improvements in produc¬ 
tivity and labour relations, he 
told the SMMT annual-banquet 
in London.

The Eurocurrency markets are 
undergoing a more wide-rang¬ 
ing upheaval than at auy time 
since rhe collapse of Herstatr 
Bank in 1974. The beneficiaries 
will be the bankers. The losers 
will be the borrowers. The ques¬ 
tion is whether, in contrast to 
the post-1974 period, the banks 
“ victory * will turn out w be 
a totally hollow affair. 

Tran is not, in itself, the 
prime cause of the upheaval, 
except in the sense that the 
events since the Shah’s fall have 
played a vital role in the Opec 
-price increases of the past year. 
Rather, the financial war raging 
between the Unued'States and 
! Iran is providing the same kind 
! of trigger as Herstatr provided 
five years ago. The conditions 
: bad already been created for an 
abrupt change of direction 
before the taking of the host¬ 
ages. 

The change which is under- 
! way wil] be seen by many 
bankers as a move back towards 
sanity in tile international lend¬ 
ing markets.

year), meant fewer balance of 
payments crises among develop- 
ing coon tries and improving 
credit worthiness. International 
borrowing soared from about 
S21.000m in 1975 to some 
S 70,000m in 1978. This year it 
will be around S80,000m. 

The main symptom of the 
borrowers’ supremacy was rhe 
increasing willingness of the 
banks in the face of fierce 
competition to concede longer 
maturity loant—commonly 30 
to 15 years rather titan five to 
geven—and co accept progres¬ 
sively Tower profit margins 
over their own cost of money 
(see table). By the middle of 
this year, margins bad sunk to 
the point where the finest rate 
credits produced barely any 
profit at all. 

All of this is now changing. 
The transformation is, perhaps, 
less sudden tiian it was at the 
time of Herstan, but the 
evidence of a new mood is 
none the less clear. In some 
. l ending • .margins have, 
already risen. In others banks 
are proving reluctant to commit 
themselves on the same scale 
or with the same speed as three 
months ago. 

The talk of possible default, 
or at least of unavoidable debt 
rescheduling by important 
borrowers is again being heard. 


This time it is Brazil and 
Poland whereas io 1974/5 it 
was Indonesia and Argentina. 

Meanwhile, the Japanese 
hanks, an important lending 
force, have been virtually 
pulled out of the markets by 
a ministry of finance concerned 
over mismatching of deposits 
sod loans and possible future 
dollar funding problems. 

Underlying the swing from a 
borrower’s to a lender’s market 
is the financial and economic 
imbalance resulting from much 
higher oil prices. Morgan 
Guaranty Trust has forecast an 
Opec surplus of 555,000m this 
year compared to a mere 
S7,000m in 1978. The brunt of 
this will be borne by the 
developed world, but the 
deficit of the underdeveloped 
world—some S30,000m last 
year—is projected to rise to 
more tiian 540,000m this year. 
Kext year it should top 
S5Q,OOOm and possibly more if 
oil prices go up further as 
seems likely. Inflation rates 
will rise and economic growth 
rates will falL 

The result, of course, will be 
a much bigger borrowing re¬ 
quirement and a much reduced 
capacity to repay existing 
debt as it falls due. The prob 
lem is aggravated by the steep 
rise in absolute dollar rates.

Most Eurocurrency loans are 
made on a floating rate basis, 
and rhe recent efforts by the 
United States Federal Reserve 
Board (Fed) to limit monetary 
growth through a policy of high 
interest rates, inevitably means 
an onerous additional debt- 
servicing requirement. For 
example, a 1 per cent rise in 
dollar interest rates is esti¬ 
mated to add $500 n ro 
BraziPs annual payments bill. 
United Slates prime rates .are 
now 3J per cent higher than 
they were a year ago. 

For lending banks, all the 
old assumptions on credit 
worthiness are having to be 
scrapped. The risk implicit in 
international loans has plainly 
risen and with it rhe demand 
of the banks for a commen¬ 
surate return. 

At the same time, the need 
of the banks for international 
growth is diminishing. In the 
United States domestic loan 
devand has rhis year been Tun¬ 
ing at a record level. Elsewhere 
it has been more sluggish, but 
for most banks, especially 
those with a big base of cheap 
or free current account 
deposits, high interest rates, in 
any case, equate with high 
profitability. In such condi¬ 
tions, low margin wholesale 
operations, as characterised by 
Euromarket lending, become 
less afl'i less attractive. 

Iran has added a new uncer¬ 
tainty, raising questions about 
the dollar’s future and under¬ 
mining previous assumptions 
about the independence of the 
Euromarkets from political in¬ 
fluence—a fundamental basis 
for the market's existence. 

But the real concern among 
bankers now is whether they 
will be aWe to fulfil in the 
early eighties the same role 


they undertook in tiie naid- 
sereuries. So far, the banking 
system has been heavily relied 
upon lo funnel the Opcc sur¬ 
pluses hack to die deficit 
nations in the form of loans. 
Given the scale of those sur¬ 
pluses, tec banks will be re¬ 
quired to expand their denosit- 
taking and landing capability- 
sharply in the coming years, 
much as they have in the past 
five years. 

In the first place, as already- 
noted, they may not be trilling 
to do so. In the second, they 
are likely to face increasing 
constraints from central banks 
around the world wbic’i are 
concerned over the outran!- 
meLJed scope for credit creation 
in the Euromarkets. 

The possible controls under 
diMTUssion in Basle may take ii:e 
form of reserve requirements 
on Eurolending nr simply of 
prudential cantrnls exercised 
through some form of capital 
ratio. 

Unquestionably, however,

Capital taxes: how much room for manoeuvre 


Last June, in his first Budget,

It is 
no part of our aims to en¬ 
courage the concentration of tee 
country’s assets in fewer and 
fewer hands ". 

This is the gospel according 
to Sir Geoffrey, which Lord 
Cockfield has been preaching at 
his series of meetings with 
national representative bodies. 
All the lobbyists—the Con¬ 
federation of British-Industry, 
Institute of Directors, National 
Farmers’ Union, Comity Land- 
owners’ Association, the pro¬ 
fessional institutes—have put 
forwasd detailed submissions on 
behalf of their members, 
earnestly pleading for relief. Jt 
is a tribute to tee minister's 
stamina he has not disappeared 
under mountain of paper. 

Lord Cockfield is a difficult 
man to convince and he c an 
destroy a facile case with ease. 
He* believes in tee principle 
“Consult first, draft the new 
law afterwards ”, so the 1980 
Finance Bill debate should be 
less discursive and ineffectual 
than it might be in other bands. 

The representations made to 
him on capital taxes disclose a 
uniformity of outlook in busi¬ 
ness opinion: the capital 
transfer tax threshold is too 
low and the rate scale goes up 
too steeply to too high a maxi¬ 
mum rate. A threshold of 
£50,000 seems sensible, the 
value of a comfortable—but not 
a luxury house. A top marginal 
rate of 50 per cent at the £3m 
mark is favoured by the CBL 
and this seems a likely profile. -

treat them as mere tax shelters 
sbould cease. 

On capital gains tax tee cen¬ 
tral problem is inflation. Two 
alternative solutions have been 
canvassed—indexation (adjust¬ 
ment in line with, say, a. prices 
index) and tapering, a progres¬ 
sive reduction of the chargeable 
gain over a stipulated period, 
perhaps, three years (Institute 
of Directors) or seven years 

(CBI). 

The minister’s preliminary 
aod tentative conclusion is that 
indexation is administratively 
too complex, particularly for 
Stock Exchange securities; and 
tapering is too crude and does 
not solve the problem. 

Another popular prayer h 
for more rolkirer relief—that 
is, deferral of liability until sale 


o£ tee .asset replacing tee one 
sold. Double liability on gifts— 
to CTT and CGT—should be 
eliminated and, anyway, the rate 
of 30 per cent is surely too high. 

Some representations are 
extraordinarily derailed. The 
Unquoted Companies Group

which are extracted verbatim 
from a letter written by Sir 
Geoffrey Howe (in Opposition) 
to Mr Denis Healey (then Chan¬ 
cellor) dated April 2, 1975. 

That letter renewed the Con¬ 
servative pledge to w repeal “ 
capital transfer tax, but that 
was a long time ago. 

Hie chairman of the Un¬ 
quoted Companies Group, Sir 


Emmanuel Kay, rites Canada 
and Australia as precedents for 
tubolition of capital taxes. He 
»«ys that in those countries 
abolition was little criticized 
and, in particular, there was 
iirtte public controversy in Aus¬ 
tralia. “ a country with a strong 
trade union movement and a 
major Labour Party ”. 

Presumably, he bad not read 
tne TUC submission to Lord 
Cockfield, which calls for 
stronger CTT and, of course, au 
annual wealth tax. 

Lord Cockfield will not 
recommend abolition, both for 
reasons of philosophy—the need 
for “ restraints "—and on yield 
grounds. Capital taxes, he 
declares, yield £2,000m and gov¬ 
ernment has no scope for suen 
reductions. The yields of CTT 
and CGT—respectively £400m 
and £600m—are low enough to 
represent constraints on fur¬ 
ther reduction, for it is un¬ 
economic to reduce taxes to 
levels which make the tax costly- 1 
to collect. 

What of development land 
tax ? Lord Cockfield says that 
all teat is to be done has been 
done. ' On inheritance tax, 
there is a long-term aim to 
harmonize with Europe, but tee 
Green paper Lord Cockfield 
produced under Lord Barber 
was uaenthusiatically received, 
us he himself conceded. 

Finally, there are tee wider 
issues. If next April increased 
income taxes are needed as a 
defence against wage claims, 
then that will hardly be tec 
moment to abolish or reduce 
capita] taxes. 

Ali in all, it doe* seem teat 
the Government has left itself 
with little room for manoeuvre 
and. the various constraints may 
limit changes to the thresholds, 
rates and technical adjustments 
designed to simplify aod draw 
tee teeth. Abolition is not in 
prospect.

Cottages get 
‘first home’ 
role again 

The # small country cottage 
continues to attract a good 
deal of attention in the mar¬ 
ket,-hut not quite for the 
same reasons as a few years 
ago. The demand for homes 
for .purely holiday or week¬ 
end*-use has been much tem¬ 
pered by inflation and rising 
motoring costs, although 
even now there is a hard core 
of buyers looking For prop¬ 
erty for these purposes. 

"Even so, much of the 
demand now comes from 
people looking for a perma¬ 
nent home on a lesser scale 
than, they would have con¬ 
sidered some years back. 


This means that potential 
buyers pay more attention to 
what might be' called the 
“ liveability n oE the property 
throughout, the year, its dis¬ 
tance front village shops and 
even bus routes. 

The kind of remote prop¬ 
erty only really suitable for 
occasional use in summer is 
less popular than it used tn 
he, and will probably remain 
so until the country's 
economy is once more 
flourishing. 

Two East Anglian cottages 
very much in the local tra¬ 
dition and both in village 
locations are for sale through 
James Abbott, of Wickham 
Market, Suffolk. 

One is called Hamhlednn, 
at Lower UFford. about two 
miles from both Woadhridgo 
and Wickham Market.
